COURAGE OF NAPOLEON. 


The Way It Carried Him From Aspern- 
Essling to Wagram. 

Professor J. Holland Rose in “The 
Personality of Napoleon” writes of Na- 
poleon’s courage. Ge says that his 
personality ‘never stood forth 60 
grandly as after a defeat.” The moat 
serious blow in the middle part of his 
career was that dealt him by the Arch- 
duke Charles at Aspern-Ess!lng, north- 
east of Vienna. The Austriuns were 
mearly donble bim ip strength. The 
bridges over ilie’ Danube had been 
broken down ia his rear. His great 
marshal, Lannes,.had been killed, and, 
in fact,.he had suffered a terrible re- 
verse. All his generals were for re 
treat, but he withstood them, and Pro- 
fessor Rose ranks the next six weeks 
“among the most glorious of*his mill- 
tary career.” We secured new troops, 
deceived his enemy by false wmove- 
ments and finally defeated bim at 
Wagram. 

‘But a Gecline came to such # pro- 
diglous man. He himself said at St. 
Helena that be had beeu spoiled by 
success. It was natural that the vie- 
tor in fifty pitched battles and ionda- 
merable smaller engagements should 
come to believe himself. omniscient 
and invincible. It was this bardening 
of the mind that betrayed him info tte 
Russian campaign, that caused bim to 
refuse all compromise in 1813 and 1814 
and that led him to defeat by his in- 
feriors, Wellington and Blucher, at 
Waterloo, just as Haunibal was final- 
ly beaten by his inferior.

Putting Trees to Bed. 

Au interesting method of protecting 
peach trees from frost during the win. 
ter has been practiced for severat 
years at the agricultura) experiment 
station at Canyon, Colo. Early in No- 
vember the earth is semoved froin a 
circle about four feet in diameter 
round each tree, and water is turned in 
to saturate the soil. When the ground 
has become soft the tree is worked 
back and forth to loosen the roots and 
is then pushed over on its side’ The 
branches sre brought together and 
fastened with a cord, and burlap cor- 
ered witb eartb is put over them 

Thus the trees lie snug unti! spring, 
when the covering is gradually leos- 
ened and finally removed. and they are 
raised and propped up.—Roeky Moun- 
tain News.

The heat Wehily: big pléce of work
